At South Kensington, in big-windowed halls, 
you may see all the strange and gleaming stones 
of the fabtic of the world arrayed, and as 
you read John Ruskin’s notes thereon you 
behold the globe built up amid the fires and 
tumults of the geological ages. This stirs your 
imagimation ; but the rocks have their humane 
interest, too. They have a potency over the 
soul of man, as those Druidical races and the 
old Egyptians knew right well when they 
reared their monstrous cromlechs and obelisks 
wherewith to appal the mind of worshippers. 
If you look at a geological map of England, 
you will note that, in a journey from London 
to the West, you would pass through every 
kind of formation.’ Reflection . will tell you 
that here is the secret of the wondrous ver- 
catility of English lite and art; and so, of 
the English mind. You recall that throughout 
the neighbouring island, the rich domestic 
architecture takes character from the stones 
of which the counties are built, from the 
flinty villas of the Down country to the dab- 
and-wattle houses of the deep-soiled, wooded 
West. 

You look at the Irish map. The mountainous 
North-West, which resisted the new world to 
the last, and where the oldest manners linger, 
is country that is primitive even in its struc- 
ture. Here are monstrous masses of igneous 
rock, thrust forth in the farthest past, and 
never enriched by the deposits of later ages 
which added variety and potency to other ter- 
ritories. Here the soil is shallow, and we are 
never far removed from the great inorganic. 
Chis land bred those light, dashing Kerns, Red 
Hugh’s terrible mobile armies,whose deeds set 
the burghers trembling in their counting 
houses, You look next at Wexford, sheltered 
by the Leinster Chain from the tumultuous, 
disturbing Western weather; here are shale 
and sandstone and carboniferous limestone; 
deep, clayey soil. You understand why the 
temperament of the people of the South-East 
corner is in all respects a contrast to that of 
the North-Westerners. You lock at Antrim, 
with its late forfiations, its basalt and slate 
and red clay; and you perceive that the 
character of the industrious Northerners has 
a very solid foundation.

The author who could 
not find a patron was almost certain to find 
the: gaol. Though his trials could not em- 
bitter Goldsmith's temper he must have found

It was Goldsmith's fortune to have as his 
contemporaries a number of outstanding men 
of genius. Johnson, Burke, Reynolds, and

panions, formed a distinguished company into 
which . Goldsmith made his way by sheer 
ability. Of this group. Johnson was un- 
doubtedly the dominant figure, and even to 
this day the great doctor dominates our 
mental picture of the literature of that period, 
but Goldsmith easily ‘holds second place. 
None of his rivals could compete with him, 
in a sense, because his art was a two-edged 
one; his poetry is as celebrated as his prose, 
and “one can gathér the’ fame of the 
latter’ from the extensive way it 
has been translated) Though there ‘is
